2.2. which indecd might well enough be upon the 
Twelfth Diy ateer Chraft’s Birth, Others are of Opt- 
nion that it Rifpcéts tle appearing again of tie fame 
Star to the 14 afemen, wen they drew toward the end 
of their lore Journey from their Coun:ry to Bethlehem, 
v. 9. which upon confideration Of all the Carcumfiances 
of that Siory, cou’'d not be till a Year or two after its 
first appoarance. Laftly, fome wou'd have the Word to 
fignity no mere thantive Birth of Chrilt, witch # fune- 
times by the Ancient Fatusrs called "Emtodvva and 
Ozopuvia, and may be applied to the last as wel us 
toe fir Day of that great Feat. Be pleafed to in- 
form me 2 ich of thefe Opinions you judge to be molt 
Orthodox and Conjiftent with the Senfe of Antiquity. 
For Tthink it to be a Matter of more than meer Cu- 
riofity to knew upon what cccafion that F tsval was 
infticuted, and what Difpenfatson or Mercy of God 
we oughe chi fly to commemurate thereupon.

A. Through the Silence of Ancient Writers, we 
cannot define any Thing pofitively concerning this 
Matter: Noiwithftanding we incline to the laft 
Opinion, upon the Authority of this Expreffion of 
Epipbenius, Tn nutes Tov “Eripavioy ore eyevyndu 
ey gdexi, Bcc. on tre Day of the Epiphany, when 
Chriit was Born in the Fl-fh ; and becaufe the 
fame Author affirms, that many O:thodox Cbri- 
ftians in Egypt kept the Feaft of the Nativity on 
the Day cf Epiphany. And {o it is not improba- 
ble, that the Original of this Name is owing to the 
Expreffion of St.. Paul (Tit. 2. 11.) The Grace 
of God which bringeth Salvation exipdvn bath ap- 
peared to all Men, Though that Corift was allo 
Baprifed on this Day, cannot be denied, fince 
Dr. Hammond informs us, that Alcas Cyriacws (an 
Arabick M.S. in the Bodleian Library) calls the 
fixth of Fanuary, the Feaft of Epiphany or Bene- 
diction of Waters. And fo Savid Aben Batrick 
(a M. S. Arabick Hiftorian) affirms, That our Lord 
and Redeemer Fefus Christ was Born upon the r~5th of 
December, and upon the 6th of Fanuary was the Epi- 
phany cr Baptifin of Cinaft. The fame was ateft- 
ed by Fobannes Anticchenus and fome others. And 
accordingly the Church of England hath appointed 
the Second Leffon for the Morning Service ro be 
of the Baptifm cf Cirift, Luke 3. Though with 
Relpect alfo to the vulgar Tradition, that Epi- 
phany means the appearing of the Star to the Mae 
gi, the Firit Leffon, as ajto the Collcé&, and Bpi- 
itie and Golpel, are concerning the Manifeftation 
of Chrif? to the Gentiles.

A. The Ancient Albans, from whom the Romans 
defcended, begun their Year with the Month of 
March, and reckoned but 10 Months to the Year, 
of which 6 contained 30 Days a Piece, and the 
other 4 31, in all 304 Days. Which Computa- 
tion being alfo ufed by the Romans themfelves, ‘t!!l 
the Time of Numa Pompelius, he made a Kefor- 
mation of thei: “‘alendar and added to their Year 
51 Days, of which, with the Addition of 6 other 
Days. which he took from the 6 Months that con- 
tained 30 Days a Piece, he madé two new 
Months Fanvary and February, of which rhe firft 
contained 31 Days, and the other 28. By which 
means al! the Months of the Year came to have 
an odd Number of Days, exeeptirg February, for 
thar Reafon efteemed by them che more unlucky. 
And that the Civil mivbr in fome meature equa! 
the Solar Year, it Was tarther provided, that an 
Intercalary Month confiiting of or 23 Days, 
be added to every other Year. But this Regula- 
tion being not found exact enough, Julius Cafar 
put his finifhing Hand to it, by taking away the 
Intercalary Month, and inftead of it adding to the 
Year to Days, which he diitibuted amongft the 
Months that had bur 29 Days a Piece, in the fame 
manner as they have continued fince : So that Fe- 
bruary remained in its Ancient State, faving that 
every fourth Year it has a Day added ro ir. 
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Q Gentlemen, A great Pretender to Operations 
on the Fyes of late takes upon him, to attempt a 
great many uncommon Cures, Wry Necks, &c. Now 
do you think it Prudent in bim, or adds to bu Cha- 
raéter to undertake fo many things, and what may 
we chiefly conclud: by hw doing fo?
